2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach or fairly suggest a mobile intra-operative microscopic diagnosis laboratory 
comprising a van containing the laboratory, a countertop within the laboratory, a chuck 
for holding fresh tissue specimens, a cryostatfor placing the chuck, additional counter 
space for cutting the frozen tissue sample specimens, a microscope, lighting, roof vents, 
and air conditioning units. The laboratory further comprising a humidistat, barometer 
and thermometer for maintaining proper environmental conditions within the laboratory. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
